VI. Claims 33-35, drawn to a method of optimizing connections in a 
wavelength switched optical network, classified in class 398, subclass 33.

Inventions I, II, III, IV, V and VI are related as combination and subcombination. 
Inventions in this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as

wavelength switched optical network, Invention IV discloses in a network and element 
management system of the type including a routing platform, Invention V discloses a 
method of optimizing connections in a wavelength switched optical network, and 
Invention VI discloses a method of optimizing connections in a wavelength switched 
optical network .
